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Vigil Liturgy Ignites Flame of Hope 


While moonrockets swish around 
our fast-shrinking earth, and prime 
ministers and farmers, presidents and 
mothers await Berlin headlines; while 
snow falls or sun shines but traffic 
keeps moving, we find ourselves sud- 
denly entering Holy Week. 


More than a partial vacation from 
school, Holy Week is a special com- 
memoration of Christ’s Passion and 
Death on the Cross, and his glorious 
Resurrection. 


When Pope Pius XII issued the de- 
cree “‘On Renewing the Holy Week 
Liturgy” in 1956, he gave back to 
the people a few days richly ornament- 
ed with symbolism, studded with sacra- 
mentals, and brimming with graces. 
One service in particular, the restored 
Easter Vigil on Holy Saturday night, 
deserves closer inspection. 


Since its liturgical celebration has 
once more been set in the evening or 
during the night, the spirit of Holy 
Saturday has returned to its original 
significance, commemorating Christ's 
rest in the tomb. In the daylight 
hours no services are held. When the 
Easter vigil begins that night with its 
impressive, dignified ceremonies, the 
night becomes one of prayer and joy- 
ful expectation until the Alleluias pro- 


claim the celebration of Easter in the 
Mass.

During the lucernartum—first of the 
three divisions of the vigil—the priest 
builds a fire in the churchyard struck 
from a flint, which, according to

Fifth Amendment: Good or Bad?

Once again as congressional investi- 
gating committees begin their annual 
review of existing legislation and how 
it is operating in our society, we are 
hearing the statement, “I refuse to tes- 
tify on the grounds of self-incrimina- 
tion."’ This declaration by a witness 
is based on a clause in the Fifth 
Amendment of our Constitution which 
states, “ . nor shall any person be 
complete in any criminal case to bear 
witness against himself... ” 


Individuals who appear before com- 
mittees of the House and Senate and 
plead the Fifth Amendment can be 
placed in one of three groups. There 
are those who believe that the commit- 
tee does not have the authorization 
from Congress or the power in our 
system of government to ask a par- 
ticular question. In this group the 
question which usually triggers a Fifth 
Amendment plea is: ‘‘Are you now or 
have you ever been a Communist or a 
member of a Communist organization?” 


How Does It Apply? 

In the second group are those who 
honestly do not know how a particu- 
lar law applies to them and so choose 
not to answer some questions put to 
them by a committee member. In 
fairness it should be noted that Con- 
gressmen are sometimes similarly in 
doubt. 


Lastly, there are those witnesses who 
definitely need the protection of the 
Fifth Amendment. If they did answer 
the questions of the committee they 
most certainly would incriminate them- 
selves, leading to prosecution by the 
Justice Department and probably im- 
prisonment. 


During the present hearings before 
the Senate Labor Rackets sub-commit- 
tee, we are aware that witnesses in the 
third group are in the spotlight. As 
these sordid individuals, most of them 


with previous criminal records, employ 
the protection of the Fifth Amendment, 
one wonder whether justice is being 
served. One is also tempted to suggest 
that since this constitutional guarantee 
is proving more valuable to apparent 
criminal ‘elements in our society, it 
should be done away with in the in- 
terest of speedier justice for all. 


Amendment Is Protection 
Such thinking, while apparently logi- 
cal and certainly leading to desirable 
results, tends to overlook fundamental 
protections in our society. In the 


United States it is true that an individ- 
ual may plead guilty to crimes, but the 
Fifth Amendment assures that an in- 
dividual will not be forced to do so. 
While this may seem to be a question 
of semantics rather than principles, one 
has only to observe life in a dictator- 
ship with its purge trials to realize the 
life-and-death nature of this protection. 


It is also true that some witnesses 
before a congressional committee are 
guilty of crimes, but it must be stressed 
most emphatically that such hearings 
are not a court of law but information- 
gathering devices. Thus, proof of the 
guilt or innocence of individuals who 
refuse to testify is not, can not, and 
must not be attempted or expected. 


Easy Solution Doesn't Solve 

Justice will not be served by de- 
stroying the Fifth Amendment protec- 
tions. Expediency, disguised as justice, 
may be instrumental in dealing with 
the problems of the day. Such an easy 
solution is not in reality any solution 
at all. Rather it is merely a device to 
postpone or avoid one’s responsibilities 
to one’s self, one’s family and to the 
total socio-political community in 
which man lives. It has yet to be 
proved that expediency is a sounder 
base than justice upon which to build 
an enduring society.

And here is the cry of ‘the world: 
Christ is not dead—He lives! He is 
the Light and the Hope of the World, 
leading men, illuminating the way to 
God. 


And if the shadow of orbiting 
moonrockets moves about our Bent 
World, or an Iron Curtain strives to 
shut out rays of the Sun, still it is 
Eastertime and Christ lives, and we, 
in Him. 

“Let the earth also rejoice, illumined 
with such resplendent rays; and en- 
lightened with the brightness of the 
eternal King, let it feel that the darck- 
ness of the whole world is dis- 
persed...”

Experiment 


With Reading Eye Camera

“Reading Eye’ replaces Todd-AO and Vista-Vision, as 


Clarke’s experimental psychologists turn producers. 


terest focuses not on the usual

on eye movement. 

Using a special eye-move- 
ment camera, the Reading Eye, 
Sister Mary John Catherine, 
BVM, and nine class members 
will film their subject’s eye 
movements as he reads a paragraph. 
The film records the number of fix- 
ations or eye-stops, the average length 
of each eye-stop, the number of re- 
gressions, of reverse movements and 
the rate of reading. 

Comprehension of the paragraph 
is also tested so that a comparative 
study can be made of the two pro- 
cesses. 

Throughout the United States, 50,- 
000 people will be tested by over 60 
other colleges and universities and a 
national norm established for use of 
the Reading Eye camera in future 
clinical studies of reading and cye 
movement. 

Starring roles in Clarke’s film will 
be filled by 270 students from St. 
Anthony’s parochial school, St. Jo- 
seph’s academy, Loras academy, Loras 
college and Clarke. 

Creating sixty dollars’ worth of in- 
tensity discrimination apparatus for 
three dollars tested the ingenuity, as 
well as ability to judge light intensity, 
of the psychology class earlier this 
year. This device was used in their 
study of sensory processes as a pre- 
liminary to the reading standardiza- 
tion study. 

Experimental psychologists in 
Clarke’s charter class use their gen- 
eral psychology background but ap- 
proach human behavior differently.
